The Northumberland, Capt. Ress, 
learning the flag of Admiral Sir George 
Cockburn, was appointed to convey the 
fallen emperor to his final destination. 
His reception on board this vessel is thus 
strikingly described by Mr. Warden. 

** Our quarter-deck was covered with 
officers, and there were some individuals 
of rank, who had come round, trom mo- 
tives of Curiosity, to view the passing 
scene. Besides the object of general at. 
traction and attention, the barge contain- 
ed Lord Keith ana Sir George Cockburn ; 
Marshal Bertrand, wno lad shared in ail 
his imperial master’s fortunes ; and the 
generals Montholon and our Gourgaud, 
who had been and still continued to retain 
the titles of his aides-decamip.

‘Jn-a conversation which Mr. Warden 
had with Count Bertrand on the following 
day, the ‘Count complained, in very for- 
cible terms, of the severity with which 
‘the Emperor, for that title he continued 
‘to receive from his attendants, was treat- 
ed by the English government, in being 
consigned to pass his days on the rock of 
St Helena, amid the wide waste of wa- 
ters. The Emperor, he said, had thrown 
himself on the mercy of England, from a 
full and cousoling confidence, that he 
should there find a place of refuge. He 
asked what worse fate could have befal- 
len him, had he been taken a prisgner on 
board of an American ship, in which he 
might have endeavoured to make his es- 
cape? He reasoned, for some time, on 
the probability of success in such an at- 
tempt ; and they might now, he added, 
have cause to repent that he had not 
risked it. He then proceeded. 


“Could not my royal master, think | 


you, have placed himself at the head of 
the army of the Loire? And can you 
persuade yourself that it would not have 
been proud to range itself under his com- 
mand? And is it not possible, nay, 
more than probable, that he would have 
been joined by numerous adherents from 
the north, the south, and the east? Nor 
can it be denied that he might have pla- 
ced himself in such a position as to have 
made far better terms for himself, than 
have now been imposed upon him. It 
was to save the further effusion of blood, 
that he threw himself into your arms ; 
that he trusted to the honour of a nation, 
famed for its generosity and love of jus- 
tice; nor would it have been a disgrace 
to England to have acknowledged Napo- 
leon Bonaparte asacitizen. He demand- 
ed to be enrolled among the humblest of 
them ; and wished for little more than 
the heavens as a covering, and the soil of 
England, on which he might tread in safe- 
ty. Was this too much for such a man 
to ask ?>—Surely uot ; nor could sucha 
man imagine, in any moment of depress- 
ion, if it were possible for such a spirit as 
his to be depressed, that the boon 
would be refused him. It might rather 
have been a subject of pride to England 
that the conqueror of almost all Europe 
but herself, sought, in his adverse fortune, 
to pass the remainder of his life, which 
forms so splendid an epoch in the history 
of our age, in any retired spot of her do- 
mains which she might have allotted 
him.” 

The sensation excited in the little in- 
teresting colony of St. Helena, on the ar- 
rival of this extraordinary guest, may be 
more easily imagined than described. 
Curiosity, astonishment, and interest. 
combined to rouse the inhabitants from 
their habitual tranquility, into a state of 
busy activity, and inquisitive solicitude. 

Napoleon did not leave his cabin for a 
full hour after the ship had anchored in 
the bay; however, when the deck be- 
came clear, he made his appearance, and 
ascended the poop ladder, trom which he 
could examine every gun that bistles at 
the mouth of James Valley, in the centre 
of which, the town of that name, and the 
only one in the island, is situated. His 
countenance betrayed no particular seusa- 
tion 5 he looked as any other man would 
ata place which he beheld for the first 
time. Indeed, during the whole voyage, 
he preserved the same placid counte- 
hance, accompanied with the most unas- 
suming manners, 

The inhabitants of St. Helena were 
disappointed of the gratification which 
they anticipated from witnessiug the land- 
ing of this illustrious exile. He eluded 
their gaze, by landing under the cloud of 
night. 

At an early hour on the following 
morning, Bonaparte, accompanied by 
Sir George Cockburn, ascended the moun- 
tain on horseback, to Longwood, where 
the English government had commenced 
erecting a suitable house for his future res- 
idence. 

About a mile from James Town, and 
midway up the mountain, stands the 
country-house of a most respectable man, 
anda merchant of the island, Mr. Bal- 
combe. It is named the Briars, and is 
situated on » level spot, which might al- 
most be imagined to have been formed 
by art in the steep ascent. [t occupies

times abusive. In one paper I am called 
a liar, in another a tyrant, in a third a 
monster, and in one of them, a coward ; 
| but it turned out, after all, that the writer 
i did accuse me of avoiding danger in the 
; field of battle, or fiving from an enemy of 
fearing to look at the menaces of fate and 
| fortune: it did not charge me with wait- 
| ing presence of mind in the hurry of bat- 
tle, and in the suspense of conflicting ar- 
mies. No such thing: I wanted courage, 
it seems because I did not coolly take a 
dose of poison, or throw myself into the 
sea, or blow out my brains. The editor 
most certainly misunderstands me; I 
have at least too much courage for that.” 
The first philosophy, that of accom- 
modating the mind to circumstances,§ Na- 
poleon certainlv possessed in an eminent 
degree, Mr. Warden observed to him 
that, considering the active life he (had) 
left, it did not appear that he took suffi- 
cient exercise to preserve himselfin a 
right state of health. He replied, “ My 
rides, indeed, are too confined; but the

His last illness was ouly of six weeks du- 
ration ; but it was so powerful, as nearly 
to reduce him to a skeleton.— During the 
latter part of his illness, he frequently 
conversed with his medical attendants on 
its nature, of which he seemed to be pef- 
fectly aware. He declared that it was 
hereditary, and that his father had died 
of the same complaint. Until within a 
few hours of his death, he continued to 
give directions about his affairs and pa- 
pers ; he said he wished his body to be 
opened, in order that his son might be 


informed of the nature of his disease. 


One trait of character displayed itself 
‘in his last moments, which showed the __, 
« Ruling passion strong in death.” | 
When he found his end rapidly approach- 
ing, he begged to be dressed in his full | 
uniform, with boots and spurs, and pla- 
ced on a favourite camp-bed, on which - 
he was accustomed to sleep: when in | 
health, and which he preferred to any 
other.

LETTER TO A FRIEND. 
(Continued. ) 

I am aware, that the ideas I have ad- 
vanced, may excite some degree of alarm 
in the minds of those who, swimming 
with the popular current, consider every 
attempt to rescue the only attribute 
which distinguishes man from a brute,— 
from the fang of ignorance and fanatacism, 
as a direct attack upon the revelation of 
God,—and as tending to confound two 
distinct things, i. e. reason and revelation. 
Nothing can be father from the intention 
of the writer, as will appear from the fol- 
lowing considerations, which are here 
inserted, in order to prevent or remove 
impressions so erroneous. 

Although reason and revelation, may 
be said to be Cistinct in their natures— 
yet they are not so in their operations ; 
wherever they are found to exist together, 
they uniformly act in unison ;—hence 
the apostle speaking of the christian war- 
fare, calls ita * reasonable service.” 

It must be obvious to the most slen- 
der capacity, that a revelation can only 
be made to rational beings, and only 
through the medium of reason. So ap- 














wood, certain limits were assigned him 
for exercise, around which a cordon of 
sentinels were stationed.

Bonaparte, thus restrained in his ex- 
cursions, confined himself much at home, 
which gradually impaired his health ; but 
his activity of mind continued the same. 
The transactions in the great theatre of 
the world, on which he had acted so dis- 
tinguished a part, were not regarded by 
him with indifference. Nothing gave 
him greater pleasure than to receive pe- 
riodical works and public journals, which 
he devoured with eagerness. Hope, 
which gains access every where, even 
found its way to Longwood, to lessen the 
afflictions of the wretched. 
Bonaparte was principally placed on the 
state of England, where he anticipated @ 
change would take place, which must be 
to his advantage. 
England,” said he, has received a mor- 
tal wound ; the heart is struck ; I count 
its pulse, and know when it must stop.

{cis with much pleasure we observe the suc- 
cess Which has attended the establishment of 
manufactures of cotton goods in various parts 
of the United States—the most extensive of 
which we believe are in New-England. We 
learn, from good authority, that some of these 
establishments have lately received orders for 
goods, not only within the United States toa 
greater extent than they have been able to sup- 
ply, hut have also received orders from abroad 
—from South America—for as large a quantity 
of goods, as could be manufactured within a 
period of three months. ‘The owners of one of 
tle most extensive manufactories, (the Wal- 
tham) we are told, are about to increase their 
establishment to ten times its present extent : 
and the business of this establishment, it is said, 
is now carried on upon so extensive a scale, 
that its agents do not sell in smaller quantities 
than twenty bales. ‘The fact, that we now 
manufacture cotton goods for exportation, is but 
litle known: A circumstauce, which, before 
the alteration of the tariif for the benefit of our 
manufactures, few men, even amongst the ad- 
vocates of protecting duties, would have be- 
lieved, would so soon take place ;—and which 
is solely the result of legislative protection. By 
this we are taught a practical lesson, worth 
more than all the theory, and the most profound 
The fallacy of the 
Piiucipal objections which were raised afew 
years ago against the encouragement and ex- 
tension of American manufactures, has been so 
clearly demonstrated, that scarcely an individ- 
ual has been known to take the same grounds, 
iu opposing the tariff bill now Congress. 

Wherever we fiod a fiourishing manufactory, 
we also find the agricultural, and commercial 
lnterests equally prosperous. 

It has been said, that prohibitory duties on 
foreign goods,(which we could as well manu- 
facture at home, and as cheaply,) would affect 
end injure our commerce.
